An airfield is being built in the vicinity of Leetse, 
near the northeast coast of the Paldiski peninsula, a iv.ilroad which will 
run around the peninsula along the Ividl ski-heetae-Laokisla route is under 
construction, (laokisla is on the Tallinn-Paldiaki railroad.) Althou^i 
labor on the project is chiefly liussian, German PWs in Kussian uniform were 
seen also. Two or three trains of 24 to 30 cars each go through Nomne every 
day. loaded with construction materials to supply Paldiski. 


14. Fortifications have been built on the two Islands of Pakrl, where there is also 
a launching ramp for flying bombs.
